Live stock is a seasonal crop — like 
cereals and grains. 
It is “ripe’* and is marketed in larger 
quantities in certain months.

The commissioner of Indian Af­ 
fairs has issued an order to the 
Superintendent of the Five Civilized 
Tribes at Muskogee in the matter of 
removing all restrictions on Indians 
of the half-blood, as follows: 
“In order to remove all restrict­ 
ions upon all lands owned by or 
allotted 
to 
members of 
the Five 
Civilized Tribes, Oklahoma, of one- 
half Indian blood, you are requested 
to submit to this office at the ear- 
i I lest practicable date, a list of all 
i able-bodied Indians of the Five Civil- 
Indian blood, twenty-one years of 
age or over, who are not mentally 
deficient ^together with their roll 
numbers. This extends the order of 
March 7th, 1919, to the Five Civil­ 
ized Tribes and will remove all re­ 
strictions upon Indians of one-half 
blood or less.” 
It is proposed by Comissioner Sells 
to issue certificates of competency 
to the half-blood Indians set out in 
the order. When the certificates are 
issued aud delivered to the Indians 
then they will be free citizens and 
must rely upon themselves in hand 
ling their property and their res­ 
trictions on the alienation of their 
lands will be removed.

c h l o r i n e . 
Strain carefully to remove 
all the pow der and to make tin* liquid 
cl- ar. 
B ottle und keep ready for use. 
This liquor is used chiefly for the re­ 
moval of obstinate organic stains, such 
as d \e s 
fruit, wine aud old tea or 


coffee stains. 
But it should only be 
used for fabrics made from vegetable 
fibers, such as linen and cotton, as Its 
application to w ool and silk proves futal 
to the fibers. 
The solution should 
never be stro n g er than one p a rt of the 
liquor to four p arts of hot water. 


Tonic for the Bath. 
A bath much favored by the Kneip- 
pists. along with the hare-feet habit. 
is form ed from a
